GIVES NATION A REST. 


Perhaps members o f co n press by this time are co nv inced 
that President Co o lidge is no t desiro us o f a sessio n befo re the 
rettMar meeting in December. 
He has no t giv en a lengthy 
diio ursn o n the subject, but he has permitted the impressio n 
to prev ail that he believ es the co untry needs a rest fro m co n­ 
gressio nal agitatio n, that business will make headway undis­ 
turbed. 
First demand fo r a special sessio n came abo ut as the o ld 
co ngress was passing o ut March 4. rl he limelight was abo ut 
to be smo thered until December 7. which is a lo ng time fo r 
go me o f the gentlemen who depend upo n it fo r a liv ing. rl he 
president let it be kno wn that heAv as no t in fav o r o f an extra 
sessio n. If it were called then, the co ngress co uld remain in 
sessio n as lo ng as it pleased. 
As we recall it, the pro po nent.« 
o f a call by Co o lidge wanted to do so mething fo r agriculture, 
talk fo r it, perhaps. The president liked the way agriculture 
was pro gressing and he co ncluded that it wo uld do as well 
thro ugh the summer witho ut co ngressio nal aid. 
Co ngress 
can no t co nv ene in extra sessio n unless called by the presi­ 
dent, so it passed o ut. 
Recently so mebo dy has been wo rrying abo ut the new rev ­ 
enue bill, the o ne by which taxes are to be reduced material­ 
ly. So irn who balked at the president’s plan, prepared by 
Secretary Mello n, when it was befo re co ngress in the last 
sessio n, want to hurry back to ado pt it no w, perhaps. 
The president has let it be kno wn that the bill can wait. 
He will no t call co ngress in extrao rdinary sessio n in Octo ber 
to pass rev enue legislatio n, fo r the v ery go efd reaso n that it 
pro bably will be passed just as so o n if the ho uses do no t co n­ 
v ene until the regular time in December.
